The  fulfillment  of  requirements  for  the 
lefense  of  the  United  States  will  result 
n  ft  shortage  In  the  supply  of  meat,  meat 
'ood  products,  and  by-products  for  de- 
fense for  private  account,  and  for  ex- 
port- and  the  following  order  is  deemed 
necessary  and  appropriate  in  the  public 
interest  and  to  promote  the  national 
defense: 

i  1410. If  Restrictions  on  the  slaugh- 
ter of  livestock  and  delivery  of  meat— 
(a)  Definitions.  When  used  in  this 
order: 

(D  The  term  "person"  means  any 
Individual,  partnership,  association 
whether  Incorporated  or  not,  business 
trust,  or  corporation,  and  includes  any 
BUte  or  political  subdivision  or  agency 
thereof,  and  any  foreign  government  or 
agency  thereof. 

(2)  The  term  "Director"  means  the 
Director  of  Pood  Distribution,  War  Pood 
Administration. 

(3)  The  term  "livestock"  means  cat- 
tle calves,  sheep,  lambs,  and  swine. 

(4)  The  term  "federal  inspection" 
means  Inspection  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  of  March  4.  1907  (34  Stat. 
1260)  as  amended,  21  U.S.C.  1940  ed.  71. 
and  as  extended  by  Public  Law  602,  77th 
Cong.,  2d  Sess..  approved  June  10,  1942 
(58  Stat.  351).  and  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations promulgated  thereunder. 

(5)  The  term  "farmer"  means  any 
person  chiefly  engaged  in  producing 
agricultural  products  as  the  resident 
operator  of  a  farm. 

(6 1  The  term  "slaughterer"  means  any 
person  who  owns  livestock  at  the  time 
that  such  livestock  is  killed  for  meat  pro- 
duction, and  includes  "Class  1  slaugh- 
terer". "Class  2  slaughterer",  and  "Class 
3  slaughterer"  as  herein  defined. 

(7)  The  term  "Class  1  slaughterer 
means  any  slaughterer  whose  establish- 
ment Is  operated  under  federal  Inspec- 
tion. 

(8*  The  term  "Class  2  slaughterer 
means  any  slaughterer,  other  than  a 
Class  3  slaughterer,  whose  establishment 
is  not  operated  under  federal  inspection. 

(9)  The  term  "Class  3  slaughterer 
means  any  farmer  who  slaughters  or 
who  is  authorized  to  slaughter  live- 
stock for  the  delivery  of  meat  in  an 
amount  not  exceeding  10  000  pounds  per  i 
year  live  weight.  „ 

'10)  The  term  "custom  slaughter 
means  the  killing  of  livestock  for  the 


owner  by  any  person,  other  than  such 
owner,  for  the  purpose  of  meat  produc- 
tion. _ 
(ID  The  term  "home  consumption 
means  the  consumption  of  meat  by  the 
immediate  household  of  the  slaughterer 
of  the  livestock  from  which  such  meat 
was  derived. 

(12)  The  term  "processor  means  any 
person  who  is  regularly  engaged  In  the 
business  of  processing,  preparing,  or 
treating  meat,  meat  products,  or  animal 
fats. 

(b)  Restrictions  upon  slaughter  and 
delivery.  Except  as  otherwise  provided, 
no  person  shall,  either  for  himself  or  for 
any  other  person,  slaughter  any  live- 
stock for  meat  production,  and  no 
slaughterer  shall  deliver  meat,  unless  he 
holds  a  valid  and  effective  license  or  per- 
mit under  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

(1)  Any  slaughterer  may.  without  a 
license  or  permit,  slaughter  for  home 
consumption  livestock  which  he  has 
raised  on  his  premises;  and 

(2)  Any  farmer  may.  without  a  license 
or  permit:  slaughter  livestock  owned  by 
hlmfor  home  consumption  or  for  con- 
sumption, on  his  premises  by  his  resi- 
dent or  seasonal  employees.  Such 
Farmer  may.  in  any  calendar  year,  del Iver 
not  over  400  pounds  of  meat  de.  ved 
from  such  slaughter:  Provided.  That  he 
first  obtains  a  permit  authorizing  such

(3)  All  slaughterers  and  all  processors 
shall  comply  with  orders  of  the  Director 
governing  the  quantity  and  type  of  meat, 
meat  products,  or  animal  fats  held  in 
storage  or  inventory;  and  all  other  per- 
sons dealing  in  meat  (except  with  respect 
to  their  retail  operations)  shall  comply 
with  such  orders  of  the  Director:  Pro- 
vided, The  issuance  thereof  is  approved 


by  the  Office  of  Price  Administration. 
The  Director  is  hereby  authorized  to 
amend,  suspend)  revoke,  or  supersede 
Pood  Distribution  Order  No.  48,  as 
amended  (8  F-R.  4499,  7520). 

(k)  Ration  points.  All  slaughterers 
who  sell  or  deliver  meat  shall  collect  the 
required  number  of  ration  points  in  ac- 
cordance with  regulations  of  the  Office  of 
Price  Administration. 

(1)  Support  prices;  ceiling  prices.  All 
Class  1  and  Class  2  slaughterers  shall  pay 
not  less  than  the  following  support  prices 
for  swine:

All  Class  1  and  Class  2  slaughterers  shall 
pay  not  more'  than  such  maximum  prices 
for  swine  as  may  be  established  by  the 
Office  of  Price  Administration  under  the 
Emergency  Price  Control  Act  of  1942,  as 
amended. 

(m)  Set  aside  requirements.  All  Class 
1  and  Class  2  slaughterers  and  all  proces- 
sors under  federal  inspection  shall  com- 
ply with  orders  of  the  Director  requiring 
the  setting  aside,  reserving,  holding, 
processing,  and  packaging  of  meat,  meat 
products,  and  animal  fats  for  delivery 
to  such  persons  or  agencies  as  the  Di- 
rector may  prescribe. 

(n)  Meat  inspection.  All  Class  1  and 
Class  2  slaughterers  shall  comply  with 
orders  of  the  Director  requiring  inspec- 
tion, by  persons  designated  for  that  pur- 
pose of  their  premises,  plants,  livestock, 
carcasses,  meat,  meat  products,  and  ani- 
mal fats,  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
whether  the  meat,  meat  products,  or  ani- 
mal fats  produced  in  such  plants  are 
sound,  healthful,  and  fit  for  human  con- 
sumption. 

(o)  Sanitary  facilities;  conservation 
facilities.  All  slaughterers  and  all  per- 
sons who  custom  slaughter  shall  main- 
tain such  sanitary  and  conservation 
facilities  as  the  Director  may  prescribe. 

<p>  Records  and  reports.  (1)  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such 
information  from  and  require  such  re- 
ports and  the  keeping  of  such  records  by, 
any  person,  as  may  be  necessary  or  ap- 
propriate, in  his  discretion,  to  the  en- 
forcement or  administration  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order. 

(2)  Every  person  subject  to  this  order 
shall,  for  at  least  2  years  (or  for  such 
period  of  time  as  the  Director  may  desig- 
nate*, maintain  an  accurate  record  of 
his  transactions  in  livestock  and  meat. 

(3»  The  record -keeping  requirements 
of  this  order  have  been  approved  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Budget  in  accordance  with 
the  Federal  Reports  Act  of  1942.  Sub- 
sequert  specific  record -keeping  or  re- 
porting requirements  by  the  Director  will 


be  subject  to  approval  kg  the  Bureau 
of  the  Budget  pursuant  to  the  Federal 
Reports  Act  of  1942, 

(q)  Contracts.  The  provisions  of  this 
order  and  of  all  orders  or  regulations  is- 
sued pursuant  thereto  shall  be  observed 
without  regard  to  contracts  heretofore 
or  hereafter  made,  or  any  rights  accrued 
or  payments  made  thereunder. 

(r)  Audits  and  inspections  of  books 
and  records.  The  Director  shall  be  en- 
titled to  make  such  audit  or  inspection 
of  the  books,  records  and  other  writings, 
promises,  or  stocks  of  meat  of  any  per- 
son, and  to  make  such  investigations,  as 
may  be  necessary  or  appropriate,  in  his 
discretion,  to  the  enforcement  or  ad- 
ministration of  the  provisions  of  this 
order. 

(s)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  therewith  will 
work  an  exceptional  and  unreasonable 
hardship  on  him  may,  in  writing,  apply 
to  the  Director  for  relief,  setting  forth 
in  such  petition  all  pertinent  facts  and 
the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The 
Director  may  thereupon  take  such  action 
as  he  deems  appropriate,  which  action 
shall  be  final. 

<t>  Violations.  The  Director  may.  by 
suspension  order,  prohibit  any  person 
who  violates  any  provision  of  this  order 
from  receiving,  making  any  deliveries  of, 
or  using  meat  or  meat  products,  or  any 
other  material  subject  to  priority  or  al- 
location control  by  the  War  Food  Ad- 
ministrator, and  may  recommend  that 
any  such  person  be  prohibited  from  re- 
ceiving, making  any  deliveries  of.  or 
using  materials  subject  to  the  priority  or 
allocation  control  of  other  governmental 
agencies.  Upon  a  determination  by  the 
Director  that  any  slaughterer  or  any 
person  who  custom  slaughters  has,  prior 
to  the  effective  date  hereof,  violated  any 
provision  of  Food  Distribution  Order  No. 
27.  as  amended  (supra),  or  Food  Dis- 
tribution Order  No.  61  (8  F.R.  9108. 
9275 ) ,  or  has  subsequent  to  the  effective 


date  hereof  violated  any  provision  of 
this  order,  the  Director  may  suspend  or 
revoke  the  license  or  permit  of  such 
person.  In  addition,  any  person  who 
wilfully  violates  any  provision  of  this 
order  is  guilty  of  a  crime,  and  may  be 
prosecuted  under  any  or  all  applicable 
laws.  Civil  action  may  also  be  instituted 
to  enforce  any  liability  or  duty  created 
by,  or  to  enjoin  any  violation  of,  any  pro- 
vision of  this  order. 

(u)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order,  and  the 
powers  vested  in  the  War  Food  Admin- 
istrator, insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to 
the  administration  of  this  order,  are 
hereby  delegated  to  the  Director.  '  The 
Director  is  authorized  to  redelegate  to 
any  person  within  the  War  Food  Admin- 
istration any  or  all  of  the  authority 
vested  in  him  by  this  order. 

(v)  Territorial  scope.  The  provisions 
of  this  order  shall  apply  to  transactions 
within  the  48  8tates  and  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

(w)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  instructions  to  the  contrary  are 
Issued  by  the  Director,  be  addressed  to 
the  War  Food  Administrator,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Wash- 
ington  25.  D.  C.  Ref:  FD-75. 

(x)  Food  Distribution  Orders  So.  20, 
27.  as  amended.  2L,  and  61  superseded. 
This  order  supersedes  in  all  respects 
Food  Distribution  Order  No.  20  8  F.R. 
19131.  Food  Distribution  Order  No.  27. 
as  amended  <  supra).  Food  Distribution 
Order  No.  28  '8  FM.  2787).  and  Food 
Distribution  Order  No.  61  (supra),  ex- 
cept that,  as  to  violations  of  said  orders 
or  liabilities  incurred  thereunder,  said 
orders  shall  be  deemed  In  full  force  and 
effect  for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  any 
proper  suit,  action,  or  other  proceeding 
with  respect  to  any  such  violation  or 
liability.

1943.  have  filed  applications  for  licenses 
under  this  order  may.  from  the  date 
when  such  applications  are  postmarked 
until  such  time  as  they  are  acted  upon, 
continue  to  operate  under  permits,  reg- 
istrations, quotas,  and  quota  bases  in 
effect  for  such  persons  on  August  14. 
1943:  and  persons  who.  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order  are  not  required  to 
apply  for  licenses,  may  continue  to 
operate  under  permits,  registrations, 
quotas,  and  quota  bases  in  effect  for  such 
persons  on  August  14.  1943.  until  such 
time  as  they  receive  licenses  under  this 
order  or  are  notified  by  the  Director  that 
such  licenses  will  not  be  issued  to  them.

Press  Release,  Immediate: 
Tuesday,  August  10,  1943 

Details  of  the  new  over-all  program  of 
licensing  livestock  slaughterers,  effec- 
tive August  15,  were  announced  today 
by  the  War  Pood.  Administration. 

As  announced  on  July  19,  the  program 
will  supersede  existing  Food  Distribu- 
tion orders  affecting  slaughter  and  de- 
livery, but  will  continue  their  major 
I  provisions,  Including  the  present  quota 
I  system  regulating  deliveries  of  meat  to 
Itcivilians.   Officials  pointed  out  that  the 
(present  individual  quotas  will  remain  in 
'effect  until  authorities  have  reviewed 
ithem    thoroughly.    Major  regulations 
[setting  up  the  program  are  contained  in 
fPood  Distribution  Order  No.  75,  issued 
I  today.  A  Director's  order  giving  further 
details  will  be  announced  within  a  few 
I  days. 

Prom  now  on  slaughterers  will  be  di- 
vided  into  three  main  classes.   Class  1 
jwill  include  those  who  slaughter  under 
:  Federal  inspection.  Class  2  '"ill  include 
those  not  under  Federal  inspection  ex- 
!  cept   farm  slaughterers  who   will  be 
■  identified  as  Class  3  slaughterers.  Pur- 
chases of  meat  by  the  Federal  procure- 
ment agencies  will  be  limited  to  Class  1 
J  slaughterers.    Those  slaughterers  who 
are  classified  in  Class  2  may  secure  Class 
1  licenses  by  obtaining  Federal  inspec- 
i  tlon. 


Purpose  of  the  new  licensing  program, 
it  was  explained,  is  to  simplify  and  speed 
up  the  operation  of  the  meat  program 
necessary  for  successful  prosecution  of 
the  war.  Jurisdiction  over  most  com- 
mercial slaughterers  licensed  under  the 
new  order  will  be  transferred  to  the 
Food  Distribution  Administration  re- 
gional office  of  the  territory  in  which  the 
slaughterer  is  located  and  delivers  meat. 
The  only  exceptions  to  this  rule  will  be 
those  designated  as  "national  packers" 
(slaughterers  who  ship  meat  on  a  large 
scale  across  State  boundaries)  whose 
operations  will  be  supervised  by  the  FDA 
in  Washington. 

One  phase  of  the  program  will  pro- 
vide an  opportunity  for  slaughtering 
establishments  not  now  under  Federal 
inspection  to  increase  their  slaughter. 
Up  to  now,  slaughter  in  non-Federally 
inspected  plants  has  been  limited  to 
civilian  quotas  based  on  1941  slaughter. 
But  there  has  been  no  limit  on  the  total 
quantity  of  livestock  that  Federally  in- 
spected plants  can  slaughter  for  Govern- 
ment purchase. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  to  per- 
mit the  extension  of  Federal  meat  in- 
spection to  plants  which  may  qualify  for 
such  inspection  and  who  may  wish  to  sell 
chilled  or  fresh  frozen  meat  to  war  pro- 
curement agencies.    Such  slaughterers 


will  be  permitted  under  the  new  program 
to  apply  for  either  complete  or  "limited" 
Federal  inspection.  If  they  qualify  for 
the  latter  type,  Federal  inspection  of 
their  products  will  be  limited  to  the  ani- 
mals and  products  that  they  may  wish  to 
prepare  for  sale  to  Federal  procurement 
agencies. 

Instructions  for  obtaining  licenses  un- 
der the  new  program  are  being  mailed  to 
all  persons  concerned,  indicating  which 
FDA  offices  will  receive  applications. 
Farm  slaughterers  will  continue  to  oper- 
ate under  the  permit  system.  All  local 
slaughterers  and  those  commercial 
slaughterers  operating  within  a  State 
will  apply  for  licenses  at  the  7  regional 
offices  of  the  Food  Distribution  Adminis- 
tration. The  regional  offices  are  located 
at  New  York,  Chicago,  Atlanta,  Des 
Moines,  Denver,  San  Francisco,  and 
Dallas. 

Slaughterers  designated  as  "national 
packers"  who  ship  large  Quantities  of 
meat  between  States  will  apply  through 
the  FDA  Washington  office.  Butchers 
are  not  required  to  apply  for  licenses  but 
they  will  be  issued  licenses  by  the  re- 
gional offices  after  a  review  of  their  cur- 
rent quota  bases.  Butchers  are  those 
other  than  farm  slaughterers  who 
slaughter  less  than  300,000  pounds  live- 
weight  a  year.

Pood  Distribution  Order  No.  75  (8  F.R. 
11119),  §1410.15,  Restriction  on  the 
slaughter  of  livestock  and  delivery  of 
meat,  issued  under  authority  of  the  War 
Food  Administrator  on  August  9,  1943,  is 
amended  by  deleting  (b)  and  substituting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

(b)  Restrictions  upon  slaughter  and 
delivery.  No  person,  shall,  either  for 
himself  or  for  any  other  person,  slaugh- 
ter any  livestock  for  meat  production, 
and  no  slaughterer  shall  deliver  meat, 
unless  he  holds  a  valid  and  effective  li- 


cense or  permit  under  the  provisions  of 
this  order,  except  that,  for  the  purpose 
of  home  consumption  or  for  consump- 
tion by  his  farm  employees  who  eat  at 
his  table  or  on  his  farm,  any  person  may 
without  a  license  or  permit,  slaughter 
livestock  or  have  livestock  slaughtered 
for  him  in  any  case  where,  under  regula- 
tions of  the  Office  of  Price  Administra- 
tion governing  "Home  Producers"  (§  3.1. 
§  3.4,  Ration  Order  No.  16),  as  now  in 
effect  or  hereafter  amended,  such  per- 
son is  not  required  to  surrender  ration 
points  for  the  meat  derived  from  such 
slaughter.  Any  farmer  may,  in  any  cal- 
endar year,  deliver  not  over  400  pounds 
of  such  meat,  provided  that  he  first  ob- 
tains a  permit  authorizing  such  delivery. 

This  order  shall  become  effective  at 
12:01  a.  m.,  e.  w.  t.,  October  30,  1943. 


With  respect  to  violations,  rights  ac- 
crued, liabilities  incurred,  or  appeals 
taken  under  Food  Distribution  Order  No. 
75  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this

Farmers  and  other  producers  of  live- 
stock may  easily  determine  whether  or 
not  they  are  eligible  to  slaughter  without 
a  license  or  permit  and  to  consume  meat 
without  giving  up  ration  points,  under 
a  simplified  procedure  announced  jointly 
today  by  the  Office  of  Price  Administra- 
tion and  the  War  Food  Administration. 

Chief  points  in  the  joint  action: 

1.  OPA  changed  its  meat  rationing 
regulation  to  simplify  the  requirements 
covering  point-free  home  consumption 
of  meat  by  livestock  producers. 

2.  WFA  authorized  an  individual  to 
slaughter  for  home  consumption  without 
a  license  or  permit  if  he  is  entitled  un- 
der OPA  regulations  to  consume  the  meat 
point-free. 

"We  are  attempting  to  make  the  re- 
quirements covering  home -slaughter  and 
point-free  meat  consumption  as  clear 
and  simple  as  possible,  both  to  aid  the 
farmer  and  to  conserve  meat  supplies  for 
civilian  and  military  use,"  the  two  agen- 
cies explained.  "It  is  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance that  livestock  producers  under- 
stand who  may  and  who  may  not 
slaughter  without  a  license  and  consume 
meat  point-free. 

"Meat  obtained  from  slaughtering  on 
the  farm  provides  a  large  segment  of 
the  population  with  its  meat  needs.  Un- 
der war-time  rationing,  it  is  necessary 
to  set  limitations  on  the  point-free  con- 
sumption of  this  meat,  in  order  that  as 


much  as  possible  may  become  a  part  of 
the  total  supply  available  for  rationing. 

"Farmers  and  others  who  produce  live- 
stock may,  of  course,  continue  to  serve 
at  their  own  table  the  meat  they  raise 
without  giving  up  ration  points.  The 
simplified  limitations  make  it  clear,  how- 
ever, that  those  who  are  not  bona  fide 
producers  of  livestock  are  not  entitled  to 
eat  more  meat  than  their  ration  stamps 
will  buy." 

Under  the  OPA  revision  a  person  may 
consume  meat  without  giving  up  ration 
points  only  if  (1)  he  raised  the  livestock 
from  birth  or  (2)  for  a.  period  of  60  days 
immediately  before  slaughter,  or  (3)  the 
weight  has  increased  at  least  35  percent 
between  the  time  he  acquired  the  live- 
stock and  the  time  of  slaughter.  In  all 
three  instances,  the  raising  of  the  live- 
stock must  take  place  on  a  farm  or  other 
place  which  the  livestock  producer  oper- 
ates. 

In  addition,  to  be  considered  eligible 
to  slaughter  and  consume  meat  point- 
free,  a  person  must  have  resided  more 
than  six  months  of  each  year  on  a  farm 
which  he  operates,  or  must  have  visited 
the  farm  for  the  purpose  of  giving  per- 
sonal attention  and  supervision  to  the 
raising  of  the  livestock  on  his  premises 
for  at  least  a  third  of  the  time  during 
the  period  (one  of  those  listed  above) 
on  which  he  bases  his  claim  to  the  right 
to  consume  the  meat  point-free. 

If  a  person  has  his  livestock  custom- 
slaughtered,  he  must  meet  these  same 
conditions,  in  order  to  get  the  meat  from 


the  slaughterer  without  giving  up  points. 
He  is  also  required  to  give  a  certificate 
to  the  slaughterer  containing  the  facts 
showing  he  is  eligible  to  consume  the 
meat  point-free. 

Farmers  or  other  persons  who  raise 
livestock  and  meet  the  requirements 
covering  home  consumption  of  meat, 
may,  of  course,  serve  the  meat,  point- 
free,  to  those  who  eat  at  the  table — in- 
cluding farm  workers.  Prisons,  asy- 
lums, restaurants  and  other  so-called 
"institutional  users,"  however,  are  not 
permitted  point-free  use  of  the  meat 
from  livestock  they  raise. 

Those  who  meet  the  conditions  per- 
mitting point-free  consumption  will  now 
be  permitted  by  the  WFA  to  slaughter 
for  home  consumption  without  a  license 
or  permit.  With  this  one  exception,  all 
others  who  slaughter  meat  for  them- 
selves or  for  delivery  to  others  must  have 
a  WFA  permit  or  license,  as  in  the  past. 

These  changes  are  expected  to  make  it 
an  easier  matter  for  a  producer  of  live- 
stock to  determine  whether  or  not  he  may 
consume  meat  point-free.  It  is  hoped 
that  this  understanding  will  protect  sup- 
plies of  meat  for  essential  military  and 
lend-lease  needs  by  stopping  diversion  of 
meat  from  legitimate  distribution  chan- 
nels. 

At  the  same  time,  today's  action  will 
disturb  as  little  as  possible  the  estab- 
lished custom  of  livestock  producers  in 
slaughtering  the  meat  they  raise  for 
home  use.

(Remove  Limits  on  Farm  Sales  of  Pork 
and  Lard  for  90  Days) 

To  help  in  handling  the  slaughter  and 
distribution  of  this  year's  record  hog 
supply,  the  War  Food  Administration 
today  lifted  for  90  days  all  restrictions  on 
number  of  pounds  of  pork  and  lard  made 
from  home-slaughtered  hogs  that  can  be 
sold  or  given  by  a  farmer  to  people  not 
living  on  his  farm. 


There  never  has  been  a  restriction  on 
the  farm  slaughter  of  hogs.  However, 
there  has  been  a  limit  placed  on  the 
amount  of  pork  and  lard  that  could  be 
delivered  by  a  farmer  to  persons  living  off 
the  farm.  There  are  no  such  limits  dur- 
ing the  90  days  from  November  17,  the 
effective  date  of  an  amendment  to  Food 
Distribution  Order  No.  75,  to  February 
17,  1944. 

The  requirements  of  the  Office  of  Price 
Administration  with  respect  to  observ- 
ance of  meat  price  ceilings  and  collection 
of  ration  points  in  exchange  for  meat  de- 
livered will  remain  unchanged. 


WFA  officials  explained  that  the  re- 
strictions on  delivery  of  farm-slaugh- 
tered pork  and  lard  were  removed  in 
order  to  open  another  channel  for  dis- 
posal of  the  largest  hog  crop  ever  known 
in  the  United  States.

War  Food  Administrator  Marvin  Jones 
declared  today  that  every  power  of  Gov- 
ernment will  be  used  to  maintain  the 
price  of  five  hogs  at  not  less  than  the 
support  price  of  $13.75  Chicago  basis. 

"There  is  no  reason  why  any  farmer 
should  sell  for  less  than  the  support  price 
since  the  Government  will  continue  to 
purchase  hog  products  on  that  basis," 
Jones  stated.  "These  products  will  be 
purchased  for  Army,  Navy,  and  other 
governmental  uses.  If  the  farmers  will 
cooperate  in  orderly  marketing  and  not 
cause  the  market  to  become  congested, 
the- price  can  and  will  be  maintained." 

The  following  steps  are  being  taken 
immediately,  Administrator  Jones  said : 

1.  Farmers  will  be  authorized  for  a 
period  of  90  days  to  slaughter  on  their 
farm  any  hogs  owned  by  them  and  de- 
liver the  meat  derived  therefrom  without 
obtaining  a  license  or  permit  for  such 
slaughter  or  delivery. 

2.  The  Office  of  Price  Administration, 
after  consultation  with  the  War  Food 


Administration,  is  anouncing  that  for  a 
limited  period  they  will  reduce  the  num- 
ber of  points  required  for  the  purchase 
of  pork. 

3.  Slaughtering  facilities  have  been 
overtaxed  and  farmers  are  being  urged 
to  get  in  touch  with  their  marketing 
agency  before  shipping  their  hogs.

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  FDO  75  Amendment  10. 

The  War  Food  Administration  today 
announced  a  temporary  emergency  ex- 
tension of  the  price  support  program  to 
include  Good  and  Choice  butcher  hogs 
weighing  from  300  to  330  pounds.  The 
action  was  taken,  the  WFA  said,  in  order 
to  protect  hog  growers  who  are  unable 
to  market  at  present,  and  have  there- 
fore been  forced  to  feed  to  above  300 


pounds,  the  previous  upper  weight  limit 
in  the  price  support  program.  The 
action  will  be  effective  January  27. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  temporary  in- 
crease in  the  price  support  limits  will 
encourage  more  orderly  marketing  and 
help  relieve  market  congestion.  The 
action  should  not  be  taken  as  an  in- 
ducement to  feed  hogs  to  heavy  weights. 
It  is  purely  an  emergency  measure  and 
will  be  cancelled  when  the  emergency 
has  passed.    WFA  asked  that  growers 


keep  hogs  weighing  less  than  200  pounds 
off  the  market  wherever  possible  until 
the  congestion  has  been  relieved. 

The  hog  support  price  program  as 
originally  announced  for  1943-44  applied 
to  hogs  weighing  from  200  to  270  pounds. 
To  help  prevent  market  gluts,  the  price 
support  limit  was  temporarily  raised  to 
300  pounds  on  December  23.

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  FDO  75  Amendment  13. 

Beginning  April  1  support  prices  on 
live  hogs  will  again  apply  only  to  Good 
and  Choice  barrows  and  gilts  weighing 
from  200  to  270  pounds.  The  War  Food 
Administration  on  that  date  will  termi- 
nate the  temporary  emergency  support 


program  for  hogs  weighing  from  270  to 
330  pounds. 

On  December  23,  1943,  WFA  extended 
the  price  support  program  to  cover  hogs 
weighing  from  270  to  300  pounds  to  en- 
courage orderly  marketing  and  to  protect 
farmers  from  prevailing  heavy  discounts 
for  hogs  weighing  over  270  pounds.  For 
the  same  reason  the  support  program  was 


extended  on  January  27  to  hogs  weighing 
from.  300  to  330  pounds. 

When  these  temporary  extensions  of 
the  support  program  were  made,  WFA 
stated  that  they  were  temporary  emer- 
gency measures  and  would  be  terminated 
when  the  emergency  was  over. 

The  termination  action,  as  amendment 
12  to  Food  Distribution  Order  No.  75, 
becomes  effective  April  15.

Part  1410 — Livestock  and  Meats 

regulations  affecting  slaughterers 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Food 
Distribution  Order  No.  75  (8  F.R.  11119) , 
and  to  effectuate  the  purposes  thereof, 
It  is  hereby  ordered.  As  follows: 

§1410.17  Regulations  affecting 
slaughterers — (a)  Definitions.  When 
used  in  this  order: 

(1)  The  term  "meat"  means  the  car- 
casses of  livestock,  including  beef,  veal, 
lamb,  mutton,  or  pork  derived  therefrom, 
and  any  processed  or  unprocessed  edible 
part,  cut,  or  trimming,  regardless  of  how 
prepared  or  packaged;  excluding,  how- 
ever, scrapple,  souse,  and  other  similar 
products,  offal,  oils,  lards,  rendering  fats, 
raw  leaf,  casings,  by-products  not  ordi- 
narily used  for  human  consumption,  and 
skins  of  swine  when  prepared  for  use  in 
leather,  glue,  and  gelatin. 

(2)  The  term  "governmental  agency" 
means  (i)  the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps 
or  Coast  Guard  of  the  United  States  (ex- 
cluding for  the  purposes  of  this  order, 
United  States  Army  post  exchanges, 
United  States  Navy  ships'  service  de- 
partments, United  States  Marine  Corps 
post  exchanges,  sales  commissaries,  and 
similar  organizations) ;  (ii)  the  Pood  Dis- 
tribution Administration,  War  Food  Ad- 
ministration (including  but  not  re- 
stricted to  the  Federal  Surplus  Commod- 
ities Corporation);  (iii)  the  War  Ship- 
ping Administration;  (iv>  the  Veterans' 
Administration;  (v)  contract  schools  and 
ship  operators,  as  denned  in  Food  Dis- 
tribution Regulations  2  (8  F.R.  7523), 
when  purchasing  meat  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Food  Distribution 
Regulation  2;  (vi)  any  hospital,  asylum, 
orphanage,  prison,  or  similar  institution, 
which  is  operated  by  any  Federal,  State, 
on  local  government  or  agency  thereof, 
which  took  delivery  of  meat  in  the  year 
1941  under  contracts  awarded  on  the 
basis  of  competitive  bids;  and  (vii)  any 
other  person  designated  by  the  Director. 

(3)  The  term  "Class  2A  slaughterer" 
means  a  Class  2  slaughterer  whose  quota 
bases  total,  on  a  conversion  weight  basis, 
2,000,000  pounds  or  more  for  a  calendar 
year. 

(4)  The  term  "Class  2B  slaughterer" 
means  a  Class  2  slaughterer  whose  quota 
bases  total,  on  a  conversion  weight  basis, 
less  than  2,000,000  pounds  for  a  calendar 
year. 

(5)  The  term  "authorized  purchaser" 
means: 

(i)  Any  person  who  is  under  contract 
to  sell  or  deliver,  to  a  governmental 


agency,  meat  or  products  prepared  in 
whole  or  in  part  therefrom;  or 

(ii)  Any  person  who  has  delivered,  to 
a  governmental  agency,  meat  or  prod- 
ucts prepared  in  whole  or  in  part 
therefrom,  and  has  not  replaced  the 
meat  so  delivered,  or  contained  in  the 
products  so  delivered,  by  a  purchase 
without  charge  against  quota  under  the 
provisions  of  (i)  hereof;  or 

(iii)  Any  person  who  is  authorized  by 
the  Director  to  purchase  meat. 

(6)  The  term  "slaughter"  means  the 
killing  of  livestock,  or  causing  livestock 
to  be  killed  for  the  production  of  meat 
for  human  consumption. 

(7)  The  term  "deliver"  means  to  trans- 
fer physical  possession  of  meat.  The 
transfer  of  meat  by  a  slaughterer  to  a 
unit  or  department  of  his  establishment 
for  use  in  the  preparation  or  manufac- 
ture of  any  product  other  than  meat, 
the  use  of  meat  for  such  purpose  without 
any  such  transfer,  or  the  transfer  or 
shipment  of  meat  to  any  branch  house 
of  a  slaughterer,  shall  constitute  a  de- 
livery. The  placing  of  meat  in  a  public 
warehouse  solely  for  the  purpose  of  stor- 
age shall  not  be  deemed  a  delivery,  but 
the  withdrawal  of  such  meat  from  such 
warehouse  by  any  person  other  than  such 
slaughterer  shall  be  deemed  a  delivery. 

(8)  The  term  "conversion  weight" 
means  the  dressed  weight  equivalent  of 
the  meat  derived  from  the  slaughter  of 
livestock,  determined  as  prescribed  in 
(p)  hereof. 

(9)  The  term  "dressed  carcass"  means 
a  carcass  dressed  in  accordance  with 
normal  trade  custom  and  in  the  follow- 
ing state: 

(i)  In  the  case  of  beef,  with  the  kidney 
knob  in; 

(ii)  In  the  case  of  veal,  with  the  hide 
on  or  off; 

(iii)  In  the  case  of  pork,  with  the  leaf 
fat  and  kidney  out,  the  jowls  on,  and  the 
head  off; 

(iv)  In  the  case  of  lamb  and  mutton, 
with  pluck  out. 

(10)  The  term  "veal"  means  meat  de- 
rived from  calves,  the  dressed  carcasses 
of  which  have  the  veal  or  calf  character- 
istics denned  by  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  (A.  M.  A.  Reg. 
114,  Official  United  States  Standards  for 
Grades  of  Veal  and  Calf  Carcasses  1940) , 
and  weigh  with  the  hide  off  not  more 
than  275  pounds. 

(11)  The  term  "cutter  and  canner 
grades  of  beef"  means  meat  conforming 
to  the  specifications  for  cutter  and  can- 
ner grades  of  steer,  heifer,  and  cow  car- 
cass beef  set  forth  in  Service  Regulatory 
Announcement  No.  99,  Official  Jnited 
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(12)  The  term  "minimum  sanitary  fa- 
cilities" means  a  structure  that  is  reason- 
ably fly  and  rodent  proof  with  ample 
light  and  ventilation,  which  has  concrete 
or  comparably  sanitary  floors  with  ade- 
quate drainage  system,  is  provided  with 
clean  water  and  which,  together  with  all 
equipment,  is  in  a  clean  and  orderly  con- 
dition. Such  structure  must  be  a  rea- 
sonable distance  from  stables,  barnyard, 
hog  lot,  refuse  heap,  privy,  or  other 
source  of  fly  breeding  or  contamination. 

(13)  The  term  "adequate  facilities" 
means: 

(i)  Equipment  in  good  order  for  the 
proper  skinning  and  dressing  of  animals, 
and  the  rendering  of  fat  or  tallow;  and 

(ii)  Storage  or  other  equipment  for  re- 
taining or  preserving  edible  or  inedible 
by-products  to  insure  against  spoilage. 

(14)  Any  term  not  specifically  defined 
herein  shall  have  the  meaning  ascribed 
thereto  in  Food  Distribution  Order 
No.  75. 

(b)  Limitations  on  slaughter  and  de- 
livery. (1)  Except  as  otherwise  provided 
herein: 

(1)  No  Class  1  or  Class  2 A  slaughterer 
shall,  during  any  quota  period,  deliver 
or  offer  to  deliver  more  meat  of  any  type 
than  his  quota  for  such  period. 

(ii)  No  Class  2B  slaughterer  shall,  dur- 
ing any  quota  period,  slaughter  more  live- 
stock of  each  type  than  his  quota  for 
such  period,  except  that  such  slaughterer 
may,  without  a  quota,  slaughter  for  home 
consumption  livestock  which  he  has 
raised  on  his  premises. 

(iii)  No  Class  3  slaughterer  shall,  dur- 
ing any  quota  period,  slaughter  more 
livestock  of  each  type  than  his  quota 
for  such  period,  except  that  such 
slaughterer  may,  without  a  quota, 
slaughter  livestock  for  home  consumption 
or  for  consumption,  on  his  premises,  by 
his  resident  or  seasonal  employees. 

(2)  The  delivery  of  meat  by  any  Class 
1  or  Class  2A  slaughterer,  or  the 
slaughter  of  livestock  by  any  Class  2B  or 
Class  3  slaughterer,  in  excess  of  such 
slaughterer's  quota  for  any  quota  period, 
shall  be  charged  against  such  slaughter- 
er's quota  for  the  subsequent  quota 
period,  and  in  addition  thereto  shall  sub- 
ject such  slaughterer  to  such  other  ac- 
tions, penalties,  or  proceedings  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  law  or  imposed  pursuant 
to  this  order. 
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(3)  Any  Class  1  or  Class  2 A  slaughterer 
who,  during  any  quota  period,  does  not 
deliver  his  entire  quota  for  such  period, 
may  carry  over  an  amount  of  such  un- 
used quota,  not  to  exceed  5  percent  of  his 
entire  quota  for  such  period,  to  the  next 
succeeding  quota  period,  and  his  author- 
ized deliveries  for  such  succeeding  period 
shall  be  increased  in  that  amount. 

(c)  Quota  periods.  There  are  hereby 
established  the  following  quota  periods: 

(1)  For  Class  1  and  Class  2A  slaugh- 
terers : 

(1)  Quota  Period  4:  July  1,  1943,  to 
September  30,  1943,  inclusive:  Provided, 
however,  That  any  Class  1  slaughterer 
who,  on  August  14,  1943,  had  a  quota  pe- 
riod computed  on  a  monthly  basis,  shall 
remain  on  such  basis  until  October  1, 
1943. 

(ii)  Each  subsequent  calendar  quarter 
shall  constitute  a  quota  period  and  shall 
be  consecutively  numbered. 

(2)  For  Class  2B  slaughterers:  Each 
calendar  or  accounting  month  shall  con- 
stitute a  quota  period. 

(3)  For  Class  3  slaughterers:  Each  cal- 
endar quarter  shall  constitute  a  quota 
period. 

(d)  Corresponding  base  period.  The 
term  "corresponding  base  period"  means 
that  month  or  calendar  quarter  of  1941 
which  corresponds  with  a  given  month  or 
calendar  quarter  of  a  quota  period. 

(e)  Substituted  quota  and  base  periods. 
If  the  accounting  periods  used  by  a  Class 
1  or  Class  2A  slaughterer  during  1941  do 
not  coincide  with  the  quota  periods  and 
corresponding  base  periods  established 
by  this  order,  he  may  substitute  his  ac- 
counting periods  for  such  quota  and  cor- 
responding base  periods,  Provided,  That: 

(1)  The  accounting  periods  so  substi- 
tuted for  quota  periods  contain  the  same 
number  of  calendar  days  as  the  account- 
ing periods  so  substituted  for  correspond- 
ing base  periods,  and 

(2)  The  accounting  periods  so  sub- 
stituted shall  end  on  Saturday  or  Sun- 
day, and  shall  begin  and  end  within  seven 
(7)  days  of  the  beginning  and  end  of 
the  corresponding  base  periods  estab- 
lished by  this  order. 

(f )  Quota  bases.  There  are  hereby  es- 
tablished quota  bases  for  each  type  of 
meat  or  livestock  as  follows: 

(1)  For  Class  1  and  Class  2 A  slaugh- 
terers. The  quota  base  in  effect  on  Au- 
gust 14,  1943,  as  established  for  such 
slaughterer  under  any  Food  Distribution 
Order  Any  quota  base  so  established  on 
a  live  weight  basis  shall  be  recalculated 
on  a  conversion  weight  basis.  Any  quota 
base  established  for  a  Class  1  slaughterer 
upon  a  monthly  basis  shall  remain  upon 
such  basis  until  October  1,  1943. 

(2)  For  Class  2B  slaughterers.  The 
quota  base  in  effect  on  August  14,  1943, 
as  established  for  such  slaughterer  under 
any  Food  Distribution  Order:  Provided, 
however,  That  such  quota  bases  shall  be 
calculated  separately  for  each  type  of 
livestock. 

(3)  For  Class  3  slaughterers,  (i)  The 
number  of  head  of  each  type  of  livestock 


or,  at  the  option  of  such  slaughterer,  the 
total  live  weight  of  livestock  owned  by 
him  at  the  time  of  slaughter  in  the  cor- 
responding base  period;  or 

(ii)  Any  other  quota  base  in  effect  on 
August  14,  1943,  as  established  in  con- 
nection with  a  permit  issued  to  such 
slaughterer  under  any  food  distribution 
order. 

(4)  For  any  person  who  receives  a 
license  or  permit  under  the  provisions 
of  (i>  of  Food  Distribution  Order  No. 
75:  Such  base  as  shall  be  established 
for  him  by  the  Director. 

The  Director,  upon  application,  may 
fix  for  any  slaughterer  a  quota  base  for 
a  quota  period  for  any  type  of  meat  not 
delivered  or  any  type  of  livestock  not 
slaughtered  during  the  corresponding 
base  period. 

The  quota  base  of  any  person  who  is 
reclassified  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  Food  Distribution  Order  No.  75,  shall 
be  recalculated  from  a  monthly  to  a 
quarterly  basis,  or  vice  versa,  as  the  case 
may  require. 

(g)  Computation  of  quotas.  (1)  The 
quota  of  any  Class  1  or  Class  2A  slaugh- 
terer for  each  type  of  meat  for  any  quota 
period  shall  be  the  conversion  weight 
obtained  by  multiplying  the  quota  base 
for  such  type  of  meat  by  the  applicable 
percentage  as  specified  in  (h)  hereof, 
and  by  adjusting  the  result  by  deductions 
or  additions  as  required  or  authorized  by 
(b)  (2)  and  (3)  hereof,  and  by  any  ad- 
justments, exemptions,  or  authorizations 
granted  by  the  Director. 

(2)  The  quota  of  any  Class  2B  or  Class 
3  slaughterer  for  each  type  of  livestock 
for  any  quota  period  shall  be  calculated 
by  multiplying  the  quota  base  for  such 
type  of  livestock  by  the  applicable  per- 
centage as  specified  in  I  h  I  hereof,  and  by 
adjusting  the  result  by  deductions  as  re- 
quired in  (b)  (2)  hereof,  and  by  any 
adjustments,  exemptions,  or  authoriza- 
tions granted  by  the  Director.

(3)  If  delivery  is  to  an  authorized  pur- 
chaser as  defined  in  (a)  (5)  (ii)  hereof, 
a  statement  by  him  that  he  has  delivered 
meat,  or  products  containing  meat,  to  a 
governmental  agency  and  has  not  re- 
placed such  meat  by  a  purchase  without 
charge  against  quota  under  the  provi- 
sions of  (i)  hereof: 

(4)  If  delivery  is  to  an  authorized  pur- 
chaser as  defined  in  (a)  (5)  (iii)  hereof, 
a  reference  by  date  or  number,  or  both, 
to  the  Director's  designation  of  such  per- 
son as  an  authorized  purchaser,  together 
with  a  statement  by  him  that  the  meat 
so  delivered,  or  an  equivalent  amount  of 
meat  of  the  same  type  and  grade,  will 
be  used  for  the  purpose  authorized  by 
such  designation; 

(5)  If  delivery  is  to  any  other  Class  1 
or  Class  2 A  slaughterer,  a  statement  by 
such  slaughterer  that  such  meat  will  be 
charged  against  his  quota; 

(6)  If  delivery  is  to  an  owner  of  live- 
stock which  has  been  custom  slaughtered, 
the  license  or  permit  number  of  the 
owner,  together  with  a  statement  by  him 
acknowledging  ownership,  at  the  time  of 
slaughter,  of  such  livestock,  and  a  state- 
ment that  the  meat  derived  therefrom 
will  be  charged  against  his  quota  unless 
it  is  redelivered  without  charge  against 
such  owner's  quota.  If  such  owner  is  a 
person  entitled  to  have  livestock  slaugh- 
tered without  a  license  or  permit,  he  shall 
state  the  basis  upon  which  he  is  so  en- 
titled, and  include  a  statement  that  the 
meat  is  for  home  consumption  in  lieu  of 
the  license  or  permit  number  require- 
ment and  in  lieu  of  a  statement  that  the 
meat  will  be  charged  against  his  quota. 
The  person  who  custom  slaughters  shall 
endorse  upon  such  certificate  the  number 
of  head  and  the  dressed  or  live  weight 
of  each  type  of  livestock  slaughtered  and 
the  date  or  dates  of  slaughter. 

All  certificates  shall  be  retained  by  the 
slaughterer  or  person  who  custom 
slaughters  for  delivery  to  the  Director 
upon  request.  All  statements  contained 
in  or  accompanying  such  certificates 


shall  be  deemed  representations  to  an 
agency  of  the  United  States.  No  person 
shall  be  entitled  to  rely  upon  any  such 
certificate  if  he  knows  or  has  reasonable 
cause  to  believe  it  to  be  false.  Any 
slaughterer  or  person  who  fails  to  ob- 
tain such  certificate  or  to  produce  the 
same  upon  request  by  the  Director  shall, 
in  addition  to  all  other  penalties  pro- 
vided for  violations  of  this  order,  have 
charged  against  his  quota  the  amount  of 
meat  so  delivered. 

(1)  Delivery  through  intermediate 
persons.  Any  person,  other  than  a  Class 
1  or  Class  2  slaughterer,  who  delivers 
meat  to  a  governmental  agency  pursuant 
to  a  contract  between  himself  and  such 
agency  for  the  delivery  of  such  meat, 
may  execute  and  sign  a  certificate  which 
shall  contain  the  contract  number  of  the 
contract  with  such  governmental  agency, 
together  with  the  information  specified 
under  (k)  (1)  hereof.  Any  such  person 
who,  in  the  absence  of  a  written  contract, 
makes  deliveries  of  meat  to  a  govern- 
mental agency,  may  obtain  the  appli- 
cable certification  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  (k)  hereof.  Certifi- 
cates so  executed  or  obtained  may  be 
passed  through  one  or  more  persons 
to  a  Class  1  or  Class  2A  slaughterer  who 
may,  in  exchange  for  such  certificate, 
and  without  charge  against  quota,  de- 
liver to  the  holder  thereof  an  amount 
of  meat  of  the  same  type  and  grade 
equivalent  on  a  conversion  weight  basis 
to  the  meat  described  in  such  certificate. 

(m)  Sanitary  and  conservation  facili- 
ties. (1)  No  slaughterer  shall  deliver  for 
human  consumption,  or  offer  for  delivery 
for  human  consumption,  any  meat  or 
meat  product  which  is  diseased,  unsound, 
unhealthful,  unwholesome,  or  otherwise 
unfit  for  human  food. 

(2)  No  Class  2  slaughterer  and  no  per- 
son who  custom  slaughters  livestock,  ex- 
cept in  those  cases  where  custom  slaugh- 
tering is  done  on  a  farm  for  a  farmer, 
shall  slaughter  livestock  in  the  absence 
of  minimum  sanitary  facilities  and  ade- 
quate facilities  for  the  conservation  and 
preservation  of  all  edible  and  principal 
inedible  by-products.  Compliance  with 
sanitary  requirements  for  State,  county, 
or  city  inspection  may  be  considered  as 
compliance  with  this  requirement. 

(n)  Slaughterers  owning  retail  estab- 
lishments. In  the  case  of  a  slaughterer 
who  owns  five  or  more  establishments 
selling  meat  principally  at  retail,  his  op- 
erations in  connection  with  such  retail 
establishments  shall  not  be  considered 
as  part  of  his  operations  for  the  purposes 
of  this  order  . 

(o)  Markings  required  on  meat.  (1) 
Every  Class  2  and  Class  3  slaughterer 
shall,  prior  to  delivery,  mark  a  number 
upon  each  accessible  wholesale  cut  of 
meat,  whether  in  the  entire  carcass  or 
detached  therefrom.  Such  mark  shall 
be  made  in  a  plain  and  conspicuous  man- 
ner one  or  more  times  as  hereinafter 
directed.  (This  requirement  shall  not 
apply  to  meat  transferred  by  a  Class  2 
slaughterer  to  a  unit  or  department  of 
such  slaughterer  for  use  in  the  prepara- 
tion, manufacture,  or  production  of  any 


product  or  commodity  other  than  meat.) 
In  the  case  of  veal  carcasses  delivered 
with  the  skin  on,  marks  shall  be  placed 
on  the  hind  shanks  and  brisket.  Marks 
may  be  made  with  a  pencil  approved  for 
Kosher  marking  or  with  a  stamp  or  sten- 
cil and  marking  fluid  conforming  to  the 
approved  formula  for  violet  branding 
fluid,  which  is  as  follows:

(The  methyl  violet  is  dissolved  in  the  al- 
cohol and  a  portion  of  the  water;  the 
sugar  is  dissolved  in  the  remaining  por- 
tion of  the  water  and  added  to  the 
methyl  violet  solution.  Thorough  stir- 
ring facilitates  solution  of  the  methyl 
violet.) 

(2)  Where  such  slaughterer's  estab- 
lishment has  been  assigned  an  establish- 
ment number  by  a  State,  county,  or  city 
inspecting  authority,  or  by  the  Pood  Dis- 
tribution Administration,  he  may  use  the 
number  so  assigned. 

(3)  Where  such  slaughterer's  estab- 
lishment has  no  establishment  number 
assigned  by  an  inspecting  authority  or 
by  the  Pood  Distribution  Administration, 
a  number  will  be  assigned  to  his  estab- 
lishment upon  application  by  him  to  the 
Director.  Marks  made  with  numbers  so 
assigned  shall  be  in  letters  at  least  V* 
inch  in  height  and  width. 

(4)  Any  Class  3  slaughterer  who  de- 
livers meat  directly  to  an  individual  or 
household  by  whom  the  meat  is  to  be 
consumed  may  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  paragraph  (o)  by  attaching 
to  such  meat  a  tag  bearing  his  permit 
number. 

(p)  Conversion  weight  factors.  (1) 
The  conversion  weight  of  swine  slaugh- 
tered during  a  period  shall  be  determined 
exclusively  by  computing  the  average  live 
purchase  weight  of  all  swine  slaughtered 
(less  condemnations)  and  multiplying 
the  total  live  purchase  weight  of  such 
swine  by  the  conversion  factor  set  forth 
below  for  the  weight  range  within  which 
the  average  live  purchase  weight  falls: 
Provided,  That,  if  the  average  live  pur- 
chase weight  of  swine  slaughtered  during 
any  quota  period  is  within  30  pounds  of 
the  average  live  purchase  weight  of 
swine  slaughtered  during  the  correspond- 
ing base  period,  the  conversion  weight 
factor  used  shall  be  the  factor  applicable 
to  the  weight  range  which  includes  the 
average  live  purchase  weight  of  swine 
slaughtered  during  the  corresponding 
base  period:

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  computing  the 
conversion  weight  of  all  livestock  slaugh- 
tered, except  swine,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  computing  deliveries  of  meat,  the  con- 
version weight  of  carcasses,  and  of  cuts 
and  trimmings  of  meat  derived  there- 
from, and  of  meat  products  produced

The  term  "boned"  describes  cuts  from 
which  50  percent  or  more  of  the  bone, 
by  weight,  has  been  removed  by  the 
process  of  boning,  and  the  term  "not 
boned"  describes  cuts  from  which  none 
or  less  than  50  percent  of  the  bone,  by 
weight,  has  been  removed,  and  primal 
cuts  which  contain  no  bone. 

(3)  The  conversion  weight  of  meat  of 
any  type  used  in  the  preparation  of 
sausage,  or  in  the  preparation  of  canned 
meat  or  any  other  meat  product  not 
specified  above,  shall  ba  computed  by 
determining,  on  the  basis  of  the  manu- 
facturing formula,  the  net  weight  of 
meat  of  such  type  used  in  the  processing 
thereof,  and  multiplying  such  net  weight 
by  the  applicable  conversion  factor  set 
forth  above  for  such  type  of  meat.  The 
net  weight  of  meat  which  is  cooked  and 
used  in  the  preparation  of  canned  meat 
not  specified  above  shall  be  the  weight 
thereof  before  cooking. 

(q)  Licenses,  permits,  quotas,  quota 
bases;  suspension,  revocation,  revision, 


and  adjustment  by  the  Director.  The 
Director  may,  in  accordance  with  the 
procedure  applicable  in  such  cases  and 
if  he  deems  it  necessary  to  assure 
efficient  distribution  of  meat  for  essen- 
tial war  and  civilian  needs: 

(1)  Establish,  revise,  or  adjust  quotas 
or  quota  bases  for  any  individual  slaugh- 
terer or  for  any  class  or  group  of  slaugh- 
terers, at  any  time,  within  any  area,  and 
with  respect  to  any  type  or  grade  of 
meat;  or 

(2)  In  addition  to  the  penalties  pro- 
vided in  (u)  hereof,  suspend  or  revoke 
the  license  or  permit  of  any  slaughterer, 
or  of  any  person  who  custom  slaughters, 
and  revise,  adjust,  suspend  or  revoke 
the  quota  or  quota  base  of  any  slaugh- 
terer for  any  of  the  following  causes : 

(1)  A  determination  by  the  Director 
that  a  license,  permit,  quota  or  quota 
base  has  been  erroneously  issued  or 
granted,  or  is  based  upon  false  or  er- 
roneous information; 

(ii)  A  determination  by  the  Director 
that  slaughtering  has  been  conducted 
in  the  absence  of  minimum  sanitary  fa- 
cilities or  adequate  facilities  for  the 
conservation  and  preservation  of  all 
edible  and  principal  inedible  by-prod- 
ucts; 

(iii)  The  revocation  of  such  person's 
slaughtering  permit  or  license  by  a  state 
or  political  subdivision  thereof  for  viola- 
tion of  any  health  or  sanitary  law,  ordi- 
nance, or  regulation  of  such  state  or 
political  subdivision; 

(iv)  The  issuance,  by  the  Office  of 
Price  Administration  or  by  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  of  an  order 
prohibiting  such  person  from  delivering 
meat. 

(r>  Records  and  reports.  (1>  Every 
Class  1  and  Class  2A  slaughterer  shall 
submit  a  report  showing  deliveries  made 
during  each  monthly  accounting  period, 
and  every  Class  2B  slaughterer,  except 
those  whose  quota  bases  are  established 
upon  a  head  basis  and  total,  for  a  cal- 
endar year,  less  than  50  head  of  cattle 
and  less  than  300  head  of  livestock,  shall 
submit  a  report  covering  each  month's 
operations.  Such  report  shall  be  sent 
within  10  days  after  the  end  of  each 
monthly  accounting  period  and  shall 
contain  the  information  required  by  and 
be  in  accordance  with  forms  prescribed 
by  the  Director. 

(2)  Every  Class  2B  and  Class  3  slaugh- 
terer shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of 
the  number  of  each  type  of  livestock 
slaughtered  and  the  total  weight  of  all 
meat  delivered  during  each  quota  period. 

(3)  The  license  number  or  permit 
number  of  every  slaughterer  shall  ap- 
pear on  all  reports  required  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Director  under  this  order. 

(4)  Every  slaughterer  shall,  for  a 
period  of  two  years,  or  for  such  other 
period  of  time  as  the  Director  may  re- 
quire, retain  a  record  of  all  information 
which  he  is  required  to  keep  or  report 
under  this  order,  together  with  all  data 


necessary  to  support  such  information. 

(s)  Bureau  of  the  Budget  approval. 
The  record  keeping  and  reporting  re- 
quirements of  this  order  have  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  in 
accordance  with  the  Federal  Reports 
Act  of  1942. 

(t>  Contracts.  The  provisions  of  this 
order  shall  be  observed  without  regard 
to  contracts  heretofore  or  hereafter 
made,  or  any  rights  accrued  or  payments 
made  thereunder. 

(u)  Violations.  In  accordance  with 
the  procedure  established  for  that  pur- 
pose, the  Director  may,  by  suspension  or- 
der, prohibit  any  person  who  violates  any 
provision  of  this  order  from  receiving, 
making  deliveries  of,  or  using  meat  or 
meat  products  or  any  other  material 
subject  to  priority  or  allocation  control 
by  the  War  Food  Administration,  and 
may  recommend  that  any  such  person 
be  prohibited  from  receiving,  making  de- 
i  liveries  of,  or  using  material  subject  to 
the  priority  or  allocation  control  of  other 
governmental  agencies.  Upon  a  deter- 
mination by  the  Director  that  any  slaugh- 
terer, or  any  person  who  custom  slaugh- 
ters, has  violated  any  provision  of  this 
order,  the  Director  may  suspend  or  re- 
voke the  license  or  permit  of  such  per- 
son. In  addition,  any  person  who  wil- 
fully violates  any  provision  of  this  order 
is  guilty  of  a  crime  and  may  be  prose- 
cuted under  any  and  all  applicable  laws. 
Civil  action  may  also  be  instituted  to  en- 
force any  liability  or  duty  created  by,  or 
to  enjoin  any  violation  of.  any  provision 
of  this  order. 

(v)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  therewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  upon  him.  may  apply 
in  writing  to  the  Director  for  relief,  set- 
ting forth  in  such  petition  all  pertinent 
facts  and  the  nature  of  the  relief  sought. 
The  Director  may  thereupon  take  such 
action  as  he  deems  appropriate,  which 
action  shall  be  final. 

(w)  Territorial  scope.  The  provisions 
of  this  order  shall  apply  to  operations 
conducted  within  the  48  States  and  the 
District  of  Columbia. 

(x>  Communication.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  instructions  to  the  contrary  are 
issued  by  the  Director,  be  addressed  to 
the  Regional  Director.  Food  Distribution 
Administration,  for  the  region  in  which 
the  communicant  is  located. 

(y)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
become  effective  at  12:01  a.  m.,  e.  w.  t., 
August  15.  1943.

The  War  Food  Administration  today 
announced  the  quotas  which  regulate  the 
quantities  of  livestock  and  meat  that  all 
types  of  slaughterers  may  kill  and  deliver 
for  civilian  consumption  under  the  new 
licensing  program  effective  August  15. 

In  general,  for  the  rest  of  August 
slaughterers  will  continue  under  present 
quotas  unless  otherwise  notified.  The 
same  types  of  quotas  will  remain  in  ef- 
fect which  were  established  previously 
on  a  monthly  or  quarterly  basis  at  fixed 
percentages  of  the  number  of  livestock 
killed  or  the  amount  of  meat  delivered  in 
the  corresponding  period  of  1941. 

Officials  stated,  however,  that  certain 
quota  adjustments  will  become  effective 
on  September  1  and  October  1.  They  are 
made  necessary  by  the  recent  reclassifi- 
cation of  slaughterers  (under  FD  Order 
75  issued  August  9)  into  Class  1  (Fed- 
erally-inspected) ,  Class  2  (non-Fed- 
erally-inspected) ,  and  Class  3  (farm 
slaughterers) . 

Under  the  new  order,  Director  Order 
75.1,  the  definition  of  Class  2  slaughterers 
(those  without  Federal  inspection)  has 
been  expanded  to  include  two  subclassifi- 
cations,  2-A  and  2-B.  Class  2-A  includes 
those  with  quota  bases  of  2  million 
pounds  or  more  of  meat,  dressed  weight, 
per  calendar  year.  Class  2-B  includes 
those  with  quota  bases  less  than  2  mil- 
lion. These  slaughterers  were  those 
previously  classed  as  local  slaughterers 
and  butchers,  respectively. 


Order  75.1  supersedes  all  quota  regula- 
tions contained  in  Food  Distribution 
Orders  27  and  61  and  their  amendments. 

The  WFA  today  also  issued  Director 
Order  75.2,  continuing  the  regulation 
now  in  effect  which  requires  Federally 
inspected  slaughterers  to  set  aside  40 
percent  of  their  weekly  production  of 
beef  meeting  Army  specifications.  The 
beef  set  aside  is  available  for  purchase 
only  by  the  Armed  Forces,  War  Shipping 
Administration,  contract  schools,  and 
ship  operators. 

The  quantity  of  meat  under  Director 
Order  75.1  which  Classes  1-A  and  2-A 
slaughterers  are  permitted  to  deliver  to 
civilians  during  the  3-month  period  end- 
ing September  30,  remains  at  the  same 
level  previously  established  under  FD 
Order  61;  specifically:  65  percent  of  their 
quota  base  for  beef  and  veal;  CO  percent 
for  lamb  and  mutton;  and  85  percent  for 
pork.  Additional  quantities  of  pork  au- 
thorized to  be  delivered  by  these  slaugh- 
terers during  August,  however,  will  make 
their  pork  quota  for  this  month  approxi- 
mately 90  percent. 

Class  1  and  2-A  slaughterers  of  lamb 
and  mutton  in  California,  Oregon,  and 
Washington  are  permitted  for  the  month 
of  August  to  deliver  to  civilians  100  per- 
cent of  their  August  quota  bases.  Fur- 
ther restrictions  apply  as  before  to 
civilian  deliveries  of  canner  and  cutter 
beef  by  Class  1  and  Class  2-A  slaugh- 
terers. 

Officials  emphasized  that  Class  1  and 
2-A  slaughterers  under  today's  order,  as 


under  FD  Order  61,  are  required  to 
spread  the  deliveries  of  the  meat  they 
are  allowed  to  slaughter  for  civilian  use, 
through  the  entire  three  months  of  their 
quota  period.  Monthly  deliveries  of  such 
slaughterers  are  limited  to  approxi- 
mately one-third  of  their  quarterly 
quotas. 

For  the  month  of  September  the 
slaughter  quotas  for  Class  2-B  slaugh- 
terers have  been  established  at  85  per- 
cent of  their  quota  base  for  beef  and 
veal;  90  percent  for  lamb  and  mutton; 
and  90  for  pork.  Butchers,  previously 
operating  on  a  100  percent  basis  for  all 
these  meats,  are  now  in  Class  2-B  and 
will  therefore  be  subject  to  these  per- 
centages in  September.  The  quotas  for 
Class  3  slaughterers,  that  is,  farmers, 
have  been  set  for  September  at  100  per- 
cent of  their  quota  bases  for  all  types 
of  livestock. 

Another  provision  of  today's  order  per- 
mits slaughterers  to  kill  or  deliver  with- 
out charge  against  their  quotas  when  the 
meat  is  prepared  for  the  use  of  the  Army 
and  other  exempt  Government  agencies. 

Under  the  new  order,  all  Class  2  and 
custom  slaughterers  are  required  to 
maintain  minimum  sanitary  facilities  for 
the  conservation  of  all  edible  and  inedi- 
ble by-products  except  in  those  cases 
where  the  custom  slaughtering  is  done 
for  a  farmer  on  a  farm.  The  new  quotas 
regulate  the  slaughter  of  all  livestock  ex- 
cept that  killed  for  home  consumption 
by  farmers  and  by  other  persons  who 
have  raised  livestock  on  their  own 
premises.

The  War  Food  Administration  has 
made  changes  relating  to  conversion 
factors  of  pork,  in  Director  Food  Distrib- 
ution "Order  75.1  effective  August  15, 
which  establishes  quotas  for  livestock 
slaughterers. 

In  the  original  order  the  conversion 
factor  relating  to  dressed  carcasses  of 
pork  read  "Fatted,  skinless  hams  and 
shoulders — 1.45."  In  the  amendment  is- 
sued today  this  line  is  superseded  by  the 


following:  "Fatted,  skinless  hams  and 
shoulders — 1.33;"  and  "Fatted,  skinless 
picnics — 1.45."  Slaughterers  who  op- 
erate under  Federal  inspection  and 
others  whose  quota  bases  exceed  2,000,- 
000  dressed  weight  per  year  use  these 
conversion  factors  in  computing  quotas 
and  deliveries. 

Today's  amendment  also  puts  into  ef- 
fect the  increase  in  slaughterers'  quotas 
for  the  delivery  of  lamb  and  mutton  into 
civilian  channels  for  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember, as  previously  announced.

The  War  Food  Administration  today 
announced  the  quotas  which  regulate 
the  quantities  of  livestock  and  meat  that 
all  types  of  slaughterers  may  kill  and 
deliver  for  civilian  consumption  under 
the  new  licensing  program  effective  Au- 
gust 15. 

In  general,  for  the  rest  of  August 
slaughterers  will  continue  under  present 
quotas  unless  otherwise  notified.  The 
same  types  of  quotas  will  remain  in  ef- 
fect which  were  established  previously 
on  a  monthly  or  quarterly  basis  at  fixed 
percentages  of  the  number  of  livestock 
killed  or  the  amount  of  meat  delivered 
in  the  corresponding  period  of  1941. 

Officials  stated,  however,  that  certain 
quota  adjustments  will  become  effective 
on  September  1  and  October  1.  They 
are  made  necessary  by  the  recent  re- 
classification of  slaughterers  (under  FD 
Order  75  issued  August  9)  into  Class  1 
(Federally-inspected),  Class  2  (non- 
Federally-inspected) ,  and  Class  3  (farm 
slaughterers) . 

Under  the  new  order,  Director  Order 
75.1,  the  definition  of  Class  2  slaugh- 
terers (those  without  Federal  inspection) 
has  been  expanded  to  include  two  sub- 
classifications,  2-A  and  2-B.  Class  2-A 
includes  those  with  quota  bases  of  2 
million  pounds  or  more  of  meat,  dressed 
weight,  per  calendar  year.  Class  2-B  in- 
cludes those  with  quota  bases  less  than  2 
million.    These  slaughterers  were  those 


previously  classed  as  local  slaughterers 
and  butchers,  respectively. 

Order  75.1  supersedes  all  quota  regula- 
tions contained  in  Food  Distribution 
Orders  27  and  61  and  their  amendments. 

The  WFA  today  also  issued  Director 
Order  75.2,  continuing  the  regulation  now 
in  effect  which  requires  Federally-in- 
spected slaughterers  to  set  aside  40  per- 
cent of  their  weekly  production  of  beef 
meeting  Army  specifications.  The  beef 
set  aside  is  available  for  purchase  only 
by  the  Armed  Forces,  War  Shipping  Ad- 
ministration, contract  schools,  and  ship 
operators. 

The  quantity  of  meat  under  Director 
Order  75.1,  which  Classes  1-A  and  2-A 
slaughterers  are  permitted  to  deliver  to 
civilians  during  the  3-month  period  end- 
ing September  30,  remains  at  the  same 
level  previously  established  under  FD 
Order  61;  specifically:  65  percent  of  their 
quota  base  for  beef  and  veal;  80  percent 
for  lamb  and  mutton;  and  85  percent  for 
pork.  Additional  quantities  of  pork  au- 
thorized to  be  delivered  by  these  slaugh- 
terers during  August,  however,  will  make 
their  pork  quota  for  this  month  approxi- 
mately 90  percent. 

'  Class  1  and  2-A  slaughterers  of  lamb 
and  mutton  in  California,  Oregon,  and 
Washington  are  permitted  for  the  month 
of  August  to  deliver  to  civilians  100  per- 
cent of  their  August  quota  bases.  Fur- 
ther restrictions  apply  as  before  to  civil- 
ian deliveries  of  canner  and  cutter  beef 
by  Class  1  and  Class  2-A  slaughterers. 

Officials  emphasized  that  Class  1  and 
,  2-A  slaughterers  under  today's  order,  as 


under  FD  Order  61,  are  required  to 
spread  the  deliveries  of  the  meat  they  are 
allowed  to  slaughter  for  civilian  use, 
through  the  entire  three  months  of  their 
quota  period.  Monthly  deliveries  of  such 
slaughterers  are  limited  to  approximately 
one-third  of  their  quarterly  quotas. 

For  the  month  of  September  the 
slaughter  quotas  for  Class  2-B  slaugh- 
terers have  been  established  at  85  per- 
cent of  their  quota  base  for  beef  and 
veal;  90  percent  for  lamb  and  mutton; 
and  90  for  pork.  Butchers,  previously 
operating  on  a  100  percent  basis  for  all 
these  meats,  are  now  in  Class  2-B  and 
will  therefore  be  subject  to  these  per- 
centages in  September.  The  quotas  for 
Class  3  slaughterers,  that  is,  farmers, 
have  been  set  for  September  at  100  per- 
cent of  their  quota  bases  for  all  types 
of  livestock. 

Another  provision  of  today's  order  per- 
mits slaughterers  to  kill  or  deliver  with- 
out charge  against  their  quotas  when  the 
meat  is  prepared  for  the  use  of  the  Army 
and  other  exempt  Government  agencies. 

Under  the  new  order,  all  Class  2  and 
custom  slaughterers  are  required  to 
maintain  minimum  sanitary  facilities 
for  the  conservation  of  all  edible  and  in- 
edible by-products  except  in  those  cases 
where  the  custom  slaughtering  is  done 
for  a  farmer  on  a  farm.  The  new  quotas 
regulate  the  slaughter  of  all  livestock 
except  that  killed  for  home  consumption 
by  farmers  and  by  other  persons  who 
have  raised  livestock  on  their  own 
premises.

(b)  Permissible  deliveries;  credits. 
Any  beef,  of  the  class  and  grade  required 
to  be  set  aside,  delivered  to  any  person 
or  agency  specified  in  (a)  hereof,  or  any 
such  beef  which  has  been  stamped  by  a 
representative  of  the  United  States  Army 
and  delivered  to  any  processor  for  use  in 
the  fulfillment  of  a  contract  with  any 
such  person  or  agency,  may  be  used  as  a 
credit  against  the  amount  of  beef  re- 
quired to  be  set  aside  under  this  order. 
No  credit  shall  be  allowed  for  such  deliv- 
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eries  when  made  to  processors  unless, 
within  10  days  after  delivery,  the 
slaughterer  obtains  a  certificate  signed 
by  the  processor,  acknowledging  receipt 
of  the  meat  by  him  and  containing  the 
following: 

(1)  The  name  and  address  of  both 
parties ; 

(2)  The  date  or  dates  of  delivery; 

(3)  The  contract  number  of  the  con- 
tract between  the  processor  and  the  per- 
son or  agency  specified  in  (a)  hereof;

Because  the  Army  is  using  more  and 
more  boneless  beef,  frozen  in  containers, 
as  a  substitute  for  carcass  beef  as  a  field 
meat  ration,  the  War  Food  Administra- 
tion moved  today  to  have  large  quanti- 
ties of  beef  boned  for  the  armed  forces. 

Federally-inspected  slaughterers  are 
allowed  to  sell  the  carcass  beef  they  are 
required  to  set  aside  for  government 
purchase,  directly  to  boning  concerns 
holding  contracts  with  the  Army.  The 


boners,  after  processing  the  meat,  will 
deliver  it  to  Army  procurement  officers. 
This  procedure  is  established  under 
Amendment  1  to  Director  Food  Distribu- 
tion Order  75.2.  Such  slaughterers  may 
credit  quantities  sold  to  boners  against 
the  amount  to  be  set  aside  for  Govern- 
ment use.  The  amendment  is  retro- 
active, covering  sales  between  federally- 
inspected  slaughterers  and  boning  con- 
cerns that  have  taken  place  since 
August  15. 

In  making  transactions  of  this  type, 
slaughterers  will  be  required  to  obtain 


certificates  from  the  boning  concern 
showing  the  amount  of  beef  involved 
and  the  contract  number  the  processor 
holds  with  the  Army. 

Army  boneless  frozen  beef  is  prepared 
in  three  classifications:  steaks  and 
roasts,  stewing  and  boiling  pieces,  and 
ground  meat.  All  bones  and  fat  are  re- 
moved leaving  only  the  edible  meat. 
This  simplifies  its  preparation  and  serv- 
ing in  large-scale  army  feeding.  In  ad- 
dition, boneless  beef  can  be  shipped  at  a 
30  percent  saving  in  weight  and  a  60 
percent  saving  in  bulk  over  carcass  beef.

Shipments  of  beef  to  American  sol- 
diers overseas  are  expected  to  be  speeded 
materially  as  a  result  of  action  taken 
today  by  the  War  Food  Administration. 
Of  the  beef  that  all  Class  1  slaughterers 
•  those  operating  under  Federal  inspec- 
tion»  must  set  aside  for  Government  use, 
80  percent  must  now  be:  in  the  form  of 
frozen  boneless  beef. 

The  use  of  boneless  beef  effects  im- 
portant economies  in  space  and  ship- 


ping costs  as  compared  with  carcass 
beef,  eliminates  waste,  and  simplifies 

preparation. 

This  requirement,  effective  September 
13.  is  contained  in  Amendment  2  to  Di- 
rector Food  Distribution  Order  75.2  and 
is  designed  to  make  larger  quantities  of 
this  type  of  meat  more  immediately 
available  to  military  procurement  of- 
ficers. Today's  amendment  is  a  com- 
panion regulation  to  amendment  1  to  the 
order,  issued  August  30. 

Under  amendment  1,  Class  1  slaugh- 
terers were  allowed  to  sell  set-aside  car- 
cass beef  directly  to  boning  concerns 


having  contracts  wit  l  the  Armed  Forces. 
These  concerns  bon*  freeze,  and  pack- 
age the  beef  and  de.iver  it  to  procure- 
ment officers. 

Today's  amendment  goes  one  step 
further,  requiring  such  slaughterers  to 
prepare  80  percent  of  their  set-aside  beef 
for  the  Armed  Forces  in  boneless  form, 
or  to  deliver  this  quantity  of  carcass 
beef  to  boning  concerns  under  contract 
with  the  Armed  Forces.

The  War  Food  Administration  said 
today  that  Utility  grade  steer  and  heifer 
beef  has  been  added  to  the  list  of  meats 
Federally-inspected  slaughterers  are  re- 
quired to  set  aside  for  the  U.  S.  armed 
forces  and  war  service. 

Effective  October  18,  1943,  amendment 
3  to  Food  Distribution  Order  No.  75.2 
requires  that  all  Federally-inspected 
slaughterers  set  aside  45  percent  of  the 
Utility  grade  steer  and  heifer  beef  that 


comes  within  the  weight  range  and  other 
specifications,  set  by  the  army  for  this 
grade. 

This  is  the  first  time  that  Utility  grade 
beef  has  been  included  as  meat  to  be  set 
aside  for  military  use.  An  order,  which 
has  been  in  effect  for  a  number  of 
months,  requires  that  45  percent  of  the 
Commercial  and  better  grades  be  set 
aside.  But  the  expansion  of  provisions 
to  include  Utility  beef  in  addition  to  the 
beef  previously  meeting  army  specifica- 
tion has  been  made  in  order  to  broaden 
the  range  of  army  purchases  and  to  re- 


duce the  necessity  of  cutting  so  deeply 
into  supplies  of  better  grades  of  beef 
which  may  now  become  available  for 
civilian  consumption.  The  increased 
quantities  of  Utility  grade  beef  available 
this  fall  has  made  such  action  practi- 
cable and  advisable,  WFA  officials  said. 

This  amendment,  aside  from  stipulat- 
ing the  amount  of  Utility  beef  to  be  set 
aside,  also  provides  that  80  percent  of 
the  amounts  set  aside  is  to  be  prepared 
for  military  use  as  boneless  meat  to  con- 
serve on  cold  storage  space  and  to  cut 
down  on  shipping  costs.

Regulations  governing  the  80  percent 
set-aside  of  canner  and  cutter  beef  were 
issued  as  Amendment  6  to  Food  Distribu- 
tion Order  No.  75.2  which  becomes  effec- 
tive January  30.  1944. 

Since  March  29.  1943.  packers  operat- 
ing plants  under  Federal  inspection  have 
been  required  to  set  aside  substantial 
quantities  of  Commercial.  Good  and 
Choice  grades  of  steer  and  heifer  beef 
for  U.  S.  military  forces.

Under  a  previous  meat  restriction  or- 
der civilian  deliveries  of  canner  and 
cutter  beef  were  limited  to  30  percent  of 
each  packer's  production  until  quotas 
were  suspended  September  t,  1943.  mak- 
ing 70  percent  available  for  Government 
war  uses.  Since  then  there  has  been  no 
limitation  on  quantities  of  canner  and 
cutter  beef  which  could  be  delivered  to 
civilians.

Food  Distribution  Order  No.  75-2,  § 
1410.18,  as  amended  (9  F.R.  1047),  is  fur- 
ther amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  1410.18  Beef  required  to  be  set  aside — 
(a)  Definitions.  (1)  "Governmental 
agency"  means  the  Army,  Navy,  Marine 
Corps,  or  Coast  Guard  of  the  United 
States  (excluding,  for  the  purposes  of 
this  order,  United  States  Army  post  ex- 
changes, United  States  Navy  ships'  serv- 
ice departments,  United  States  Marine 
Corps  post  exchanges,  and  similar  or- 
ganizations) ,  the  Office  of  Distribution, 
War  Food  Administration  (including  but 
not  restricted  to  the  Federal  Surplus 
Commodities  Corporation,  the  War 
Shipping  Administration,  and  the  Vete- 
rans Administration. 

(2)  "Northern  Area  of  Zone  9"  includes 
the  following: 

(i)  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Mas- 
sachusetts, Connecticut,  and  Rhode  Island; 

(ii)  All  that  portion  of  New  York  east  of 
and  including  the  counties  of  Saint  Lawrence, 
Jefferson,  Lewis,  and  Herkimer,  and  east  and 
southeast  of  and  including  the  counties  of 
Otsego,  Delaware,  Sullivan,  Orange,  Rock- 
land, Westchester,  New  York,  Bronx,  Kings, 
and  Richmond; 

(iii)  All  that  portion  of  Pennsylvania  east 
of  and  including  the  counties  of  Tioga,  Ly- 
coming, Union,  Mifflin,  Juniata,  Perry,  and 
Franklin. 

(iv)  New  Jersey  and  Delaware; 

(v)  All  that  portion  of  Maryland  east  and

(3)  "Set  aside  meat"  means  meat  of 
the  type  and  grade  required  to  be  set 
aside,  reserved,  and  held  under  this  or- 
der. 

(4)  "Authorized  purchaser"  means: 

(i)  Any  person  who  is  under  contract 
to  sell  or  deliver  set  aside  meat,  or  prod- 
ucts prepared  in  whole  or  part  therefrom, 
to  a  governmental  agency; 

(ii)  Any  person  who  has  delivered  set 
aside  meat,  or  products  prepared  in 
whole  or  part  therefrom,  to  a  govern- 
mental agency,  and  has  not  replaced  the 
set  aside  meat  so  delivered,  or  contained 
in  the  products  so  delivered,  by  a  pur- 
chase of  set  aside  meat  under  this  order; 

(iii)  Any  person  who  is  authorized  by 
the  Director  to  purchase  set  aside  meat. 


(5)  "A  r  m  y  -  s  t  y  1  e  beef"  means  (i) 
dressed  steer  carcasses  weighing  between 
400  and  1,100  pounds,  or  dressed  heifer 
carcasses  weighing  between  350  and  650 
pounds,  and  (ii)  graded  "U.  S.  Choice", 
"U.  S.  Good",  "U.  S.  Commercial",  or 
"U.  S.  Utility". 

(6)  Any  term  not  specifically  defined 
herein  shall  have  the  meaning  ascribed 
thereto  in  Food  Distribution  Order  No. 
75  (8  F.R.  11119),  or  Food  Distribution 
Order  No.  75-1  (8  F.R.  11327). 

(b)  All  slaughterers;  Army-style  beef. 
No  Class  1  slaughterer,  and  no  Class  2 
slaughterer  who  in  any  calendar  week 
slaughters  52  or  more  head  of  cattle  pro- 
ducing Army-style  beef,  shall  deliver 
meat  unless  he  shall: 

(1)  Set  aside,  reserve,  and  hold  for 
delivery  to  governmental  agencies  or 
persons  entitled  to  purchase  set  aside 
meat  under  a  Food  Distribution  regula- 
tion: 

(1)  50  percent  of  the  conversion 
weight  of  each  week's  production  of  beef 
graded  "U.  S.  Choice",  "U.  S.  Good",  and 
"U.  S.  Commercial",  obtained  from  steers 
and  heifers  whose  carcasses  meet  Army 
specifications  for  carcass  beef  or  frozen 
boneless  beef; 

(ii)  In  the  form  of  carcass  or  frozen 
boneless  beef  meeting  Army  specifica- 
tions, 50  percent  of  each  week's  produc- 
tion of  beef  graded  "U.  S.  Utility"  pro- 
duced from  steers  and  heifers  whose 
carcasses  meet  Army  weight  specifica- 
tions; and 

(iii)  In  the  case  of  any  slaughterer  of 
kosher  beef  located  in  the  Northern  Area 
of  Zone  9,  who  has  registered  with  the 
Office  of  Price  Administration  as  required 
by  paragraph  (d)  of  §  1364.407  of  Maxi- 
mum Price  Regulation  169,  as  amended, 
the  percentage  applicable  under  (b)  (1) 
(i)  and  (b)  (1)  (ii)  hereof  shall  be  35 
percent  for  all  beef  derived  from  the 
slaughter  of  steers  and  heifers,  the 
forequarters  or  wholesale  kosher  cuts 
of  which  have  been  sold  or  delivered  as 
kosher  beef  to  bona  fide  buyers  of  kosher 
beef. 

(2)  Bone,  in  accordance  with  Army 
specifications  for  frozen  boneless  beef, 
not  less  than  80  percent  of  the  beef  set 
aside,  reserved,  and  held  in  accordance 
with  (b)  (1)  (i)  hereof ,  and  not  less  than 
80  percent  of  the  beef  set  aside,  reserved, 
and  held  in  accordance  with  (b)  (1)  (ii) 
hereof:  Provided,  however,  That  the 
Order  Administrator  may  wholly  or 
partially  exempt  any  slaughterer  from 


this  requirement  upon  a  proper  showing 
that  said  slaughterer  (i)  does  not  have 
adequate  facilities  for  boning,  or  (ii) 
does  not  have,  or  is  unable  to  obtain, 
sufficient  personnel  to  bone  said  beef,  or 
(iii)  is  unable  to  comply  with  this  re- 
quirement for  any  reason  which  appears 
to  the  Order  Administrator  to  warrant 
such  exemption. 

(c)  Class  1  slaughterers;  Cutter  and 
canner  beef.  No  Class  1  slaughterer  shall 
deliver  meat  unless  he  shall  set  aside, 
reserve,  and  hold  for  delivery  to  govern- 
mental agencies  or  persons  entitled  to 
purchase  set  aside  meat  under  a  Food 
Distribution  regulation,  80  percent  of  the 
conversion  weight  of  each  week's  produc- 
tion of  beef  derived  from  cutter  and  can- 
ner grade  steers,  heifers,  and  cows  (Grade 
D  beef) . 

(d)  Federal  inspection.  No  Class  2 
slaughterer  who  is  subject  to  (b)  hereof 
shall  deliver  meat  unless  he  shall  apply 
and  qualify  under  the  Meat  Inspection 
Act  (21  U.S.C.  71  et  seq.)  and  the  reg- 
ulations applicable  thereto,  for  Federal 
meat  inspection  of  all  Army-style  car- 
casses and  beef  required  to  be  set  aside 
by  him  under  this  order.  No  Class  2 
slaughterer  who  becomes  subject  to  (b) 
hereof  by  virtue  of  slaughtering,  in  any 
calendar  week,  more  than  51  head  of 
cattle  producing  Army-style  beef,  and 
who  fails  to  apply  or  qualify  for  Federal 
inspection  as  herein  provided,  shall 
thereafter  slaughter,  in  any  calendar 
week,  more  than  51  head  of  cattle  pro- 
ducing Army-style  beef. 

Conversion 
weights  shall  be  computed  in  accordance 
with  (p)  of  Food  Distribution  Order  No. 

The  Director  may,  upon 
written  application,  revise  any  conver- 
sion weight  factor  where  it  is  shown  that 
such  factor  is  working  an  undue  hardship 
in  the  preparation  of  certain  products. 

(f )  Credits  allowed  on  deliveries.  Sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  (g)  hereof,  any 
set  aside  meat  delivered  to  a  govern- 
mental agency,  authorized  purchaser,  or 
person  entitled  to  purchase  set  aside  meat 
under  the  provisions  of  a  Food  Distribu- 
tion regulation,  may  be  credited  against 
the  requirements  of  (b)  hereof  for  meat 
of  the  type  and  grade  so  delivered. 

No  set  aside  meat 
shall  be  delivered  to  any  authorized  pur- 
chaser, and  no  credit  shall  be  allowed  for 
any  such  delivery  unless,  within  10  days 
after  delivery,  the  slaughterer  obtains  a 
certificate  signed  by  the  authorized  pur- 
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chaser,  acknowledging  receipt  of  the 
meat  and  containing  the  following:  the 
name  and  address  of  both  parties  and  the 
date  of  delivery;  the  contract  number 
of  the  contract  between  the  authorized 
purchaser  and  the  governmental  agency;

The  slaughterer  and  the  authorized  pur- 
chaser shall  each  retain  an  original  of 
such  certificate  for  delivery  to  the  Direc- 
tor upon  request.  All  statements  con- 
tained in  or  accompanying  such  certifi- 
cate shall  be  deemed  made  to  an  agency 
of  the  United  States.  No  person  shall 
be  entitled  to  rely  upon  any  such  certifi- 
cate if  he  knows  or  has  reasonable  cause 
to  believe  it  to  be  false. 

(h)  Storage;  packaging.  All  Army- 
style  beef  set  aside  and  reserved  under 
this  order  shall  be  stored  in  such  manner 
as  to  maintain  the  quality  thereof,  and 
shall  be  prepared  and  packaged  in  ac- 
cordance with  Army  specifications. 


War  Pood  Administration, 
Food  Distribution  Order  75-2,  Amend- 
ment 7. 

The  War  Food  Administration  today 
extended  beef  set-aside  requirements  to 
packers  who  in  the  past  have  not  been 
operating  under  Federal  inspection  and 
who  slaughter  52  or  more  cattle  a  week 
which  produce  "army  style"  beef.  Army 
style  beef  is  defined  as  "dressed  steer 
carcasses  weighing  400  to  1100  pounds 
or  dressed  heifer  carcasses  weighing  be- 
tween 350  and  650  pounds  and  grading 
U.  S.  Choice,  Good,  Commercial  or 
Utility." 

Since  Federal  nspection  is  required  on 
meat  purchased  by  the  government  for 
U.  S.  military  and  other  war  agencies 
packers  who  continue  to  slaughter  52  or 


(i)  Authorized  purchasers  required  to 
redeliver.  Each  authorized  purchaser 
who  receives  set  aside  meat  under  the 
provisions  of  this  order  shall  deliver  all 
such  meat,  or  an  equivalent  amount  of 
set  aside  meat,  to  a  governmental  agency 
or  person  entitled  to  purchase  set  aside 
meat  under  the  provisions  of  a  Food  Dis- 
tribution regulation. 

(j)  Allocation.  The  Director  may,  by 
general  order  or  written  notice  to  indi- 
vidual slaughterers,  order  the  allocation 
of  meat  set  aside  under  this  order  to  or 
among  specific  governmental  agencies, 
authorized  purchasers,  or  persons  en- 
titled to  purchase  set  aside  meat  under 
a  Food  Distribution  regulation.

The  provi- 
sions of  this  order  shall  not  be  construed 
as  reducing  the  amount  of  meat  which 
any  slaughterer  is  required  to  offer  or 
to  deliver  under  any  existing  contract 
with  a  governmental  agency,  as  defined 
herein,  or  with  the  United  States  Mari- 
time Commission. 

(1)  Reports.  Every  slaughterer  sub- 
ject to  (b)  or  <c)  hereof  shall  report  to 
the  Director  concerning  his  production 
of  and  transactions  in  set  aside  meat. 


Such  reports  shall  be  made  at  such  times 
and  upon  such  forms  as  the  Director  may 
require. 

(m)  Bureau  of  the  Budget  approval. 
The  record-keeping  and  reporting  re- 
quirements of  this  order  have  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  in 
accordance  with  the  Federal  Reports 
Act  of  1942. 

This  amendment  shall  become  effec-

The  War  Food  Administration  has  low- 
ered the  percentages  of  beef  which  pack- 
ers subject  to  FDO  75-2  are  required  to 
set  aside  for  purchase  by  the  Armed 
Forces  and  war  services.  This  action 
coincides  with  the  expected  seasonal  de- 
cline in  the  marketing  and  slaughter  of 
cattle  and  is  in  accord  with  the  general 
policy  of  food  buying  during  periods  of 
peak  production  and  reducing  purchases 
during  seasons  of  lower  production.

to  the  State  FDA  supervisor. 

THE  AREA  MAN  SHOULD  ACQUIRE  INFORMATION  FOR  USE  OF  S LAUGHTER ERS : 

Personal  contact  with  our  special  public  (licensed  slaughterers)  should  be 
such  that  each  licensee  would  be  very  familiar  with  all  the  provisions 
of  our  Order.

OBLIGATION  OF  THE  AREA  MAN  TO  FARM  SLAUGHTERERS: 

The  area  supervisor  should  work  very  closely  with  the  AAA  Chairman  and  the 
county  office,  the  county  extension  agent,   and  the  county  War  Meat 
Committee,     Faotual  information  and  background  material  should  be  pro- 
vided the  above  named  individuals  in  order  that  they  may  pass  on  to  in- 
quiring farm  slaughterers  answers  to  many  questions  that  arp  raised.  The 
Meat  Committee  should  also  be  appraised  of  the  meat  situation  to  the  ex- 
tent that  they    may  pass  on  to  the  consuming  public  correct  factual  in- 
formation regarding  supply  and  demand  and  the  proper  allocation  of  meat 
supplies  to  civilian  consumers.

SUPPORT  PRICES: 


FDO  75  has  a  provision,  that  all  Class  1  and  2  slaughterers  shall  pay  a 
support  price  for  good  to  choice  barrows  and  gilts  weighing  200  to  2?0 
pounds.       No  funds  nor  purchase  program  has  been  made  available  for  the 
direct  support  of  this  price.     Indirectly,  the  priee  is  being  supported 
by  the  purchase  by  armed  forces  and  lend  lease  of  fixed  requirements  and 
of  surplus  commodities  from  federally  inspected  slaughterers.     Second,  the 
Defense  Supplies  Corporation  are  withholding  subsidy  payments  unless  the 
slaughterer"  signs  a  statement  indicating  that  he  paid  equivalent  to  the 
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floor  for  good  to  choice  barrov.'s  within  the  proper  weight  range.  Slaugh- 
terers may  appeal  for  an  adjustment  insupport  prices  through  the  War 
Food  Administrator j  Marvin  Jones,  Washington,  D.  C.    All  pertinent  facts, 
including  three-year  history,   indicating  the  normal  differential  from 
the  Chicago  price,   should  be  included.     The  slaughter  order  does  not 
directly  affect  the  stock  trader  or  the  producer  as  relates  to  administra- 
tion of  the  Order.     Indirectly,  we  are  interested  in  the  producer.  First, 
that  he  receives  a  floor  price  for  the  hogs  that  he  has  produced.  Second, 
that  he  be  not  discouraged  as  relates  to  the  planning  of  next  year's  hog 
production.     Failure  by  slaughterers  to  pay  support  prices  may  result  in 
cancellation  of  slaughter  license. 

SANITATION  AND  CONSERVATION; 

Fundament a lly4  the  provisions  covering  sanitation  and  conservation  as  re- 
lates to  provisions  of  FDO  75  ^re  as  important  and  necessary  as  ever.  The 
relationship  that  has  been  developed  between  our  agency  and  the  state 
inspection  service  in  several  of  the  states  in  the  Region,  has  been  such 
that  we  would  commend  it  to  other  states.     The  State  Department  of  Agri- 
culture of  most  states  will  make  an  inspection  upon  request,   of  any 
slaughterer's  facilities  to  determine  if  they  meet  the  minimum  r<: quire- 
irrnts  as  provided  by  the  state  law.     Slaughtering  facilities  have  been 
cleaned  up  in  most  states  to  a    degree  never  before  attained,  even  though 
there  existed  sanitary  laws  relating  to  slaughtering,  upon  the  statute 
books.     This  feature  has  been  one  of  the  constructive  educational  advance- 
ments 'made  during  the  administration  of  this  meat  program. 

MARKING  OF  IEAT: 

The  marking  of  meat  by  license  or  permit  number  is   still  required  on  all 
meat  offered  for  sale  with  the  exception  of  some  farm  slaughtered  pork. 
During  the  current  three-month  period  ending  February  17,   a  farmer  pro- 
ducer may  slaughter  hog 3  on  the  farm  and  offer  for  sale  or  transfer 
meat  produced    therefrom  without  having  either  a  permit  or  license,  and 
therefore,  won  Id  not  have  a  number  to  be  stamped  upon  the  carcass  or  primal 
cuts  derived  therefrom.     Vigilance  should  be  exercised  on  the  part  of 
consumers  in  that  they  should  refuse  to  purchase-  any  meat  that  is  not 
properly  identified. 

JOINT  POLICY  WFA  AND  OPA: 

Provisions  of  the  joint  policy  of  the  War  Food  Administration  and  the 
Office  of  Price  Administration  regarding  the  consumption  of  meat  point 
free  should  be  so  familiar  to  the  area  supervisor  that  he  would  not  have  to 
hesitate  in  answering  questions  of  this  character.     This  joint  policy  does 
not  apply  to  certain  types  of  institutions,  namely  prisons,   asylums,  res- 
taurants, other  institutional  ufters. 

CANCELLATION  OF  PERMITS  AND  LICFNSFS: 


Farm  slaughter  permits  and  licenses  which  have  been  issued  through  admini- 
strative error  or  as  a  result  of  misstatement  of  facts,  may  be:  suspended, 
revoked  or  cancelled  by  the  Regional  Director.     Authority  for  suspension 
or  cancellation  of  a  permit  or  license  due  to  a  violation  of  FDO  75 
rests  with  the  Director  of  Food  Distribution  or  his  deputy  in  Washington. 
After  it  appears  to  be  necessary  to  cancel  a  permit    or  a  license  of  the 
slaughterer,  all  the  facts  relating  to  such  proposed  cancellation  should 
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be  enumerated  in  a  letter  of  transmittal  from  the  area  supervisor  to  the 
state  supervisor    and  he,   in  turn,  to  the  Regional  Director •  Recommenda- 
tion of  the  area  and  state  supervisor  should  accompany  each  proposed 
cancellation » 

NEW  APPLICATION; 

Slaughter  operations  of  new  applicants  must  await  actual  receipt  of  license. 
Applications  for  custom  slaughterers  license  should  be  signed  by  the  area 
supervisor.     Farm  slaughter  permits  authorizing  sale  of  J4OO  pounds  of 
meat  should  be  signed  by  the  County  AAA  Chairman.    Farm  slaughter  per- 
mits with  slaughter  history  should  be  verified  by  the  County  Meat 
Committee  and  upon  recommendation,  the  area  supervisor  should  sign  the  permit 
application.
